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Funding should boost business 
in the hills reveals consultation 


A FUNDING scheme in 
the Blackdown Hills has 
published the results of a 
consultation carried out to 
discover how money 
should be spent to benefit 
communities living in the 
hills. 

The consultation was 
carried out by the Making 
it Local scheme as part of 
a process to attract money 
from Defra, enabling it to 
continue funding commu¬ 
nity projects in the hills for 


the next five years. 

A series of consultation 
events were held in towns 
and villages throughout the 
Blackdown Hills and East 
Devon Areas of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty, asking 
people what they think 
funding priorities should 
be in these areas. 

More than 20 consulta¬ 
tion events took place with 
more than 227 people con¬ 
tributing comments on 
areas such as tourism, 
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Bed & Breakfast and Self-catering 


suites available all year round 
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micro-business, commu¬ 
nity transport, skills and 
training and rural parishes. 

Feedback from the 
events revealed that sup¬ 
porting rural business and 
boosting jobs and training 
for young people was a 
main priority. Alongside 


this, it was felt rural broad¬ 
band should also be made 
a priority as well as afford¬ 
able housing, improved 
transport networks and en¬ 
vironmental sustainability. 

Since 2009 the Making it 
Local scheme has sup¬ 
ported more than 76 proj¬ 


ects distributing a total of 
£1.4 million in grant fund¬ 
ing. 

The Making it Local 
team will use the feedback 
they have received to put 
together a bid for a share of 
£140million of Defra fund¬ 
ing to continue the scheme.

Valerie Conlon, vice-chairman of the pre-school, 
said: “We are delighted to have got this far in the 
awards, especially as we know how high the stan¬ 
dards have been this year. 

“We would use this hugely valuable funding to give 
our pre-school room a much-needed refurbishment 
since it was last updated over 10 years ago. 

“The work needed is extensive and includes re¬ 


flooring, painting and installation of a new kitchenette 
area. “The early years funding we receive barely cov¬ 
ers our outgoings, so without other sources of funds 
our pre-school would be forced to close. 

“An award of £3,000 would make a huge difference 
to us, meaning we could renew facilities which, al¬ 
though serviceable, are tired. 

“The direct benefit would be to the children but 
also, indirectly, parents and the wider community. 
Keeping pre-schools like ours in local communities 
is vital to ensure quality of life in rural areas such as 
ours.” 

Voting opens on September 2nd and closes on Oc¬ 
tober 10th.

Village rallies round in an 
attempt to keep pub open 


VILLAGERS in Culm- 
stock have been rallying 
round to try and keep the 
community’s only pub 
open after it closed in 
June. 

Quick action meant that 
the pub was re-opened 
temporarily with a short 
term management team 
but now villagers are 
seeking a more per- 
manant solution to try 
and keep the community 
asset open. 

Since March of this 
year a group of con¬ 
cerned locals have been 
meeting to explore the 
long-term options for the 
pub and on in July a pub¬ 
lic meeting was held in 
Culmstock Village Hall 
to present a prospectus 
outlining proposals to 
raise money to buy the 
pub. 

One suggestion put for¬ 
ward is to sell shares at a 
value of £500 each. 

If sufficient pledges are 
made a limited company 
will be formed and a bid 
made to buy the Culm 
Valley Inn. 

If successful, the share¬ 
holders would elect a 


management committee, 
who would select profes¬ 
sional tenants to run the 
pub. 

The meeting was well 
attended, with more than 
100 interested locals 
turning up to hear about 
the proposals, ask ques¬ 


tions and air their opin¬ 
ions. Pledges have al¬ 
ready been made, but 
many more are sought to 
raise sufficient money to 
enable the village to put 
in a bid to buy the pub for 
the local community. 

Pledges would not be 


redeemed until a success¬ 
ful bid has been accepted.

Council set to repair rural roads 


MOTORISTS in the Blackdown Hill are to benefit 
from a multi-million-pound programme to patch up 
storm-damaged roads across Devon. 

Potholes will be filled on stretches of roads around 
some of the rural villages near Honiton, as part of a 
new effort by Devon County Council to bring high¬ 
ways up to scratch. 

It has been announced that damaged roads in Combe 
Raleigh, Buckerell, Dunkeswell, Yarcombe and Upot¬ 
tery will ] be patched up as part of the programme. 

The council has developed a programme of repair 
schemes to help Devon’s roads recover from the 
wettest winter on record. 

And more than £9million of funding from central 
government has been set aside for the major repair 
project. 

Some repair work across Devon began in June, but 
a significant injection of cash from central govern¬ 
ment will allow vital surfacing, patching, crack seal¬ 
ing and drainage improvements to be made in the 
worst affected areas. 

A total of £16 milli on of additional funding has now 


been awarded to the council, which will soon be put 
to use to repair around 120 miles of road by March 
next year. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon County Council 
cabinet member for highway management, said: “This 
additional funding from the Government is providing 
us with a comprehensive programme to not only re¬ 
pair our roads but also protect them. 

“As well as targeting pothole repairs, we will also 
be carrying out more extensive surfacing and drainage 
work in order to improve the resilience of our high¬ 
way network.” 

More than 50,000 potholes have already been filled 
in this year, but the damage is so severe that not even 
the huge amounts of public money made available 
will completely restore the network. 

Councillor Hughes added: “Although the £16 mil¬ 
lion we received will be made to go a long way, it will 
not solve all of our problems overnight. 

“As we sustained around £24 million worth of dam¬ 
age last winter alone, it unfortunately will not repair 
everywhere that suffered at the hands of the weather.”

T HE Transition Move¬ 
ment has a wide am¬ 
bition concerned with 
limiting the effects on our 
local communities of cli¬ 
mate change and the deple¬ 
tion of carbon energy 
resources. 

Developing local sustain¬ 
able alternatives to our pres¬ 
ent day reliance on oil and 
supermarkets is key. 

Local food production, 
local food outlets and being 
more aware of food miles 
are essential prerequisites 
for keeping it local. 

Apple days are a symbol of 
this wider ambition where 
people come together utilis¬ 
ing resources that otherwise 
might be wasted. So we get 
a fantastic local apple juice 
to freeze or pasteurise and 
drink in the winter months. 

The Transition Movement 
in the Blackdown Hills will 
be hosting three Autumn 
Apple day events in Octo¬ 


ber. The first will be at Ot- 
terhead Lodge, Culmhead 
TA3 7EE on Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 12th from midday to 
4pm. 

Stentwood Farm, 

Dunkeswell EX 14 4RW will 
be the venues for two days 
(Saturday, October 18th and 
Sunday, October 19th) from 
10am to 4pm. 

Both venues will provide 
an opportunity for local fam¬ 
ilies to take along apples 
from their trees and orchards 
to be mashed into pulp and 
then pressed to lovely apple 
juice to take away. 

All you have to do is bring 
your apples and containers 
for the juice. There will be 
some recycled bottles avail¬ 
able if you don’t have any of 
your own. 

The juice can then be pas¬ 
teurised or frozen in order to 
keep it for longer or of 
course drunk within three 
days. 


It is a great day out for 
children to join in the fun 
and all three events will 
have some side attractions 
with tea and cakes available. 

The community at Stent¬ 
wood Farm will also be 
cooking wood-fired pizza 
along with teas, food and 
shelter from their cafe. 

Unfortunately we are un¬ 
able to host similar event 
this year at Cotley due to our 
organiser’s recent illness but 
we hope to return next year.

Village speeding survey 
reveals surprising results 


A SPEED survery carried out in Upottery 
has revealed that drivers are model mo¬ 
torists who largely stick to the 30mph limit. 

The survey was carried out by members of 
the Honiton Rural police team after con¬ 
cerns were raised by villagers that drivers 
were speeding through the village. 

Villagers complained that motorists were 
flouting the 30mph limit, particularly 
around the area from the Sidmouth Arms, 
through the village and past the school. 

The local Neighbourhood Policing Team 
agreed to look at the issue to see if action 
was required. 

Officers used a device known as a “Speed 
Monitoring Trolley”. The device, placed at 
the roadside, displays vehicles’ actual speed 


on an LED screen as they approach it and 
can be used without police personnel being 
seen, giving a more realistic representation 
of speed. 

“Speed Surveys” took place at various lo¬ 
cations in the village and at varying times 
and the results suggest that drivers are stick¬ 
ing to the 30mph limit. 

PC Clive Vickery said: “Speeds were de¬ 
tected as soon as the vehicle was in view of 
the device. The majority of vehicles slowed 
on seeing their speed displayed, despite 
most of them being well within the limit al¬ 
ready. 

“It is very pleasing and reassuring to see 
the average figures are well below the 
30mph speed limit, and although we know 


that a small minority are exceeding this, it 
would appear that the majority are adhering 
to it as they travel through. 

“It appears the ‘perception of speed’ is 
greater than the ‘actual speed’. Some of this 
is due to lack of pavement in some areas, 
close proximity to vehicles in smaller lanes 
and the size of some of the farm machinery 
and other vehicles that travel through. 

“We are however aware that we do not live 
in the village and are only there from time 
to time and that as with every speed limit, 
there will always a percentage who will ig¬ 
nore it. 

“If there are persistent repeat ‘offenders’ 
then let us know and we will endeavour to 
take action to slow them down.”

one of the most important of 
Tibet’s teaching monasteries.
